Increase in Upland’s grade 
school attendance this year over 
the second week registration of 
a year ago is next to the largest 
in the county, according to a 
comparison today of figures re- 
cently announced by Miss Ida M. 
Collins, county superintendent of 
schools. 

Ontario’s school increase was 
the largest and the record of 
these two cities places the West 
End in the distinction of having 
the most rapidly growing sec- 
tion in the county. Upland’s 
gain of 698 students this year 
over 667 of 1928 is averaged 
at .442 per cent. Ontario’s per 
cent of increase was .866, the 
number of students this year be- 
ing 2289 as compared with 2100 


early enrollment in the schools 
fluctuates to a material extent 
as the result of the movement 
of farm and orchard labor, it 
was pointed out. It is expected 
that by the end of the move- 
ment the figures will be higher. 

San Bernardino county has ap- 
proximately 21,397 grade school 
pupils, a gain of 600 more than 
last year. 

The advent of the orange pick- 
ing season will bring many ad- 
ditional families to this and 
other points in the citrus dis- 
trict, with a consequent sweli- 
ing of school attendance.

County’s ordinance _restrict- 
ing the sale of wine tonics and 
bitters is today on its way 
through the ovrocedure in the 
board of supervisors and when 
officially passed it will confine 
the sale of such preparations to 
licensed drug stores, limit the 
sale to one pint to a customer, 
and ban the sale to persons un- 
der 21 years of age. 

The ordinance is effective in 
only county territory outside of 
cities and as a result will con- 
cern about a dozen places for 
there are no more drug stores 
than that under the supervisors’ 
jurisdiction. 

The proposed measure is not 
in keeping with the restrictions 
sought by the county W. C. T.
